THE BLUE RIDUE RAILROAD,

The dream of tha statesman of Saul
Carolina for veara past has hean a direct
connectivn between our sea oot and the
Great West by u geeat national highway
for freights aud passengers, which would
immenzely improve our commercial busi-
ness, besides opening up to us more ad-
vantageous markets in which to buy the
articles we consume and to sell the pro-
ductions we rajse for warket. In this
direction quantities of thought, labor and
money has been expended, and our whole
State was at one time so much enthused
upon the subject that our Legislature
and the city of Charleston united in the
appropristion of public meney for the
completion of this great desideratum of
all classes of our citizens, and, after care-
ful consideration of all the advantages
and disadvantages of the various lines of
crossing the mountainy, selected the
route known as the Blue Ridge Railroad,
from this place by way of Rabun Gap to
Knoxville, Tennessee, as the most desira-
ble poasible location, after which work to
the amount of millions of dollars was
expended upon the line, and the road
actually put into operation as far as
‘Walhalla, But for the late war, with its
disasters and the evils which followed in
its;wake, the Rond would have been com-
pieted long before this, and the Bouth
wonld have been the neighbor of the
Weat in point of time and trude as well
ad in geographical position. The harpies
of Republicanism, however, swept awny
with their foul hands all that was left of
this Road, anu thereby disheartened its
friends, and, for a time, dissipated all
hope of its construction. But now that
Wo once more have the government in
our posseesion, we hope the interest of
our peopie will agaiv return to this im-
portant public work, and that our Legis-
lature will take some action to revive the
building of thé Road, It is one which
will bonefit all portions of the State, and
maice Charleston one of the most foue-
ishing n.ndJmpartant ports south of New
York,

Every one who wishes to contribute to
the commerce of South Carolina should
advocate the building eof the Blue Ridge
Railroad, and we believe the Legislnture
of the State should lend it a belping
hand. It may be objected that the State
has already loit heavily in this rond, but
instead of this being an argument against
further expense, it*is a reason why the
Btate should see it completed. We have
spent too much money on it not to get
any return, zod it would be decidedly a
better invessment to compiete it than to
lose what hus been expended Jjudicionsly
upon the rond. We know the State is
poor, but we can do something to keep
this roud alive. If nothing more, the
Biate could well afford to put the convict
labor to work upon it, and in the course
of n year or two we will be in a condition
to appropriste annually small sums to
extending the length of the line, so that
in a féw years we would have the whole
Hae bullt without Imposing any serious
burden. If woe take hold of it as a State
enterprise thers would be a fair prospect
of securing help from outside, and the
rond could be built beyond adoubt, We
hope when the Legislature reassemblea
that Chasleston and the up-country will
shake hands over their comison interest,
and mature a plan for reviving this grand
enterprise. What do our Charleston
coniginporaiics, the News and Gourier
and Journal of Commerce, think of this
question? and how are our other ex-
changes disposed towards it?

Benator Patterson has recovered to a

The
Southers 3Middle tates—aiaryland, Vir-
ginis, West Virginia, North Carolina,
Kentucky and Missouri- -paid $26,000,-
000, while in proportien to population It
ought ta have been only $17,760,000, and
to weglth only $11,500,000. The cther
Bouthern Btates—South Carolina, Geor-
gis, Alubama, Mississippi, Louisiana,
Arkansas and Texas—pald abont $24,-
000,000, while in proportion to popula-
tion it should have been only $15,000,-
000, ~nd to wenith only about 9,000,000,
The Pacific Btates and Territories—
Washington, Oregon, Navads, California
and New Mexico, paid £3,000,000, while
in proportion tw population it would
Luve been $2,000,000, but in proportion
to wealth £2,500,000. Thus it will be seen
that there is no equality in the presant
arrangement, and its change would bo of
very general sdvantage to all except the
Northesstern and Middle States.  If the
income exempt from taxaiion be fixed at
two or lhree thousand dollars, the tax
would fall heaviest upon the States which
now pay the least. They are, however,
the best able to pay the government
taxes, and would only pay upon what
they receive. It would be decidedly
more equitable than the masner now

employed to raise & national revenue.

Thu Republicans in the House of Rep-
resentatives, under the lead of Beast But-
ler, are contemplating the appointment
of a committes to investigate the lust
Presidential election, and, strange to say,
the Democrats, in a great many in-
slances, are opposed to having the inves-
tigation.

tho Department are of the opinion that
the mos: friendly feeling exists between
the Postmaster Qeneral and the First
Assistant, who was so recently a Cabinet
Minister. The officials of the Postoffice
Department, Republicans as they are,
warmly approve Judge Key's adminstra-
tion; and, on the other hand, the Post-
master Genoral, in his recent annual re-
port, spoke of the ability, honeaty, fideli-
ty and excellence, charactarizing the
management of poatal affairs by Mr,
Tyner and thoss associated with him.
The Firt Assistant Postmaster General,
who was years ago a clerk ia the Depart-
mont, and has since been chairman of
the Poatal Committes in Congress, and
later Postmaster General—has had rare
opportunities to become a7 quainted witk
all the minute details aa well as the com-
prehensive rolatiotis of the gigantic sys-
tem, and it is doubtful if any man in the
country understands the machinery as
woll as Mr. Tyner. ;

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amount of postage formerly charged for
all written communications; 2nd. The
present mode of compensating posimas-
ters st offices of the 4th clasa, Fosimas-
ters at offices of Lhis clusy (paylug less
than $1000 a year) are paid by commir-
sions on their sales of postage stamps,
while postmasters at larger offices are
paid fixed saleries, and the proceeds
from sales of stamps at thosa offices be-
long exclusively to the Department.
The result ia that posteiasters of offices
of the 4th class, who are ususlly retail
country store-keepers, instead of limiting
their eale of slamps to persons within
the delivery of their respective offices,
not unfrequently earry o5 an extensive
traffic in etamps with wholesalé mer-
chants in the larger cities, thereby in-
creasing, to an undue extent, their own
compensation, and greatly diminishing
the revenues of the Departmeni. Ta
remedy this defect, Postmastér General
Key recommends the eunctment of a
law which will require the compensation
of postmasters st offices of the 4th class
to be besed upon the siamps cancelled at
their respective offices, instead of, as at
present, giving them a percentage of the
proceeds of their rales of sl.am{u.
A third source of loss to the Depart-
ment is the dishonest re-use of pustage
stampa that have not been effectively
cancelled, It io estimated by competent
tofice officials that the government
m A miilion of doiiam sunuuily from
this source alone, millions of stamps be-
ing so imperfectly cancelled,that a little
aoap and water will remove the ink from
them, A great many novel devices have
been resorted to, or have ratber been ex-
rimented with, to guard agniust this
Fr‘:md, but to no successful issue, Jud
Key has the matter now under advist-
ment, and he will shortly publish an
order changing the appearance of the
one, two and three cent stamps, with a
view to the protection, in a measure at
least, of the revenues of the Dcﬁmrtment.
Foreign governments have but little
trouble from this last named source ; but
their postage stamps are far lnferforpo
ours in slrenﬁth of material, as well ns in
hardness and beauty of finish., If we
shouid adopt the light, fiimsy stamp of
Denmark or of Prussia, it is safe to say
tihat not one in ten thousand could be
washed to look as good as new, but they
wounld be very unpopular with business
men and the public generally, and the
number that would tear or become de-
faced in process of affixing to the en-
velope would L& &s large perhaps as the
number that are, now renovated after

they have been once used,
'tha teudauc{hof legisiation affecting
the Postoffice Department "has been to

cheapen the rate of postage, while at the
same time the establishment of new post-
offices in remote pluces, in many of the
States, especially in Texns, has added

ing tha mails, These arc the principal
reasons why the Postoffice Department,
which is more intimately connected with
the wants of the people than any De-
partment of the government, is not a self-
sustaining institution.

We have seen that reteution is of para-
mouni importance to snccesaful farming
—the very sine qua non—the indispenss-
ble condition—without which there can
be no advancement. Then the inquiry
arises how may displacement of soil be
most effectuzlly prevented? Our reply
is by adopting the mathods employed by
nature in preserving and enriching. If
we will accept hev instructions, given
without pries, in simplest langnage, by
forest, field, everywhere, ns the sure
and safe plan, we shall not fail. Let the
suggestions she makes in the turft that
catches on *he side, or in the gully, eeat-
ing itself firmly, resists the current, stops
tho drift, levies cootributions from ‘the
rain, ?u'us tha m-.u!ar;' at laat and starta
out with a vigorous life, tedch a profita-
ble lesson. Beo the young tree slowly
rising from & barren soil, struggiing for
existance, but sending its roots out in
search of food, holds the earth fast to-
gother, and by its conual shedding, fer-
tilizing itself, begins a career of strong
and rapid growth, Here are demonstra-
ted the powers of retention, preservation
and utilization. :

Cut now the roots, destroy the life, bare
the earth, and every hasty shower will
carry iis quota down ihe decents to a
place of deposit near hg‘;or farther away,
as the case may be. , when we Lave
subdued the forest and destroyed the
sinews of cohesion, we must 'aup[gy
cthers, and these are the roots of the
amall grains and ‘Hence, our
thecry Is, the largest ibl area in the
uncuitivated, the smallest ‘pi.cticable in
the clean or cultivated crops. What
Emportion can profitably be seéded ‘down

in some degree owing to the condition
and character of the soil, and the cir-
cumstances of the owner,
vereity of opinion upon this subject, and

erhaps abeolute rule cannot be lnid
own upon it But T venture to suggest
that when lands are in'good tilth and
productive, once in three years is often
enough if the aim is to &void exhana-
tion.  In- the instances (and these are
many) where the lands of & fr*m are ran
and worn, clean cropping ouce in five
years fa suffiziently fruquant, This ma
appear to most farmers too long to wait
for returns, My reply is, that which
looks only to subserve pressnt emergency,
and embraces not future advantage, and
carried ot with it the idea of permanen-
¢y; is-at best but’ an éxpedient, and not
worth - the trial. Tesidés, tBsre will be
no waiunlf for reeults, for is is ‘barsly
ble that a hand and hores cultivat-
ng one-fith lands in clean crops and
four-fiths in grassea and nmlﬁgmin

In respect to the facility in
adu.pl.ing itself to s0il and climats, and
ita {53 lgla and renovating qualities it L.a
no equal among the ﬂgrm The wr ler
has seen it on the flat sandy soil of the
eastern shore of Virginis. It flourishes
in the coldest latitudes, and is found in
the hotest zones. That it does well in
upper Bouth Caroling is an satablished
fact. Its great merits should have long
#inco commended themselves more gen-
erally t the farming community; and
instead of small patches broad fields
should be put down in this invaluable
rass, We believe the time is not very
istant when this will take place, and
when our old red hill-tops will be seen
covered and green with this plant, not
perhaps especially for the ha; that they
may yield, but for purposes of pasturage
and renovation. Bown in connection with
wheat, oats or barley, or along, it fre-
quently produces a large amount of hay
the first season. The second year the
first cutting may be expected to be very
abundant; aod the afterswath, if allowed
to ripen, will furnish seed for other sow-
Ings, and provender for cattle in the win-
ter.
